American republic are said to be willing 
to amend their Nation's restrictive immi- 
gration laws to smooth the path for im- 
migrants from the United States who are 
"of the right sort." 


The report is that tho United States and 


Brazilian governments, under thc propos- 
al, would share transportation expenses 
and Brazil would allot large tracts of 
land to each immigrant. 


Apparently the correspondent knows 


what he is talking about, although he ad- 
mitted in one dispatch that Rio de Janeiro 
spokesmen for the two governments would 
neither confirm nor deny that negotiations 
are in progress. If Washington has com- 
mented, the fact has escaped the atten- 
tion of most persons. 


Matto Grosso is one of Brazil's largest 


states. Its climate resembles that of Cali- 
fornia. Cattle raising is the principal in- 
dustry. The land is rich. There is im- 
mense potential wealth in the state's vir- 
gin forests. 
A comparative handful of 


Americans and Britons already are settled 
in the area, raising cattle. 


If the reported scheme gets past the 


conversational stage it may be expected 
that it will occasion more comment than 
the government's Matanuska valley (Alas- 
ka) colonization effort.

Work of Inexperienced Missionaries 


Neenah — Scoring some mission- 


ary work in India, John Q. Hansen, 
Appleton, who was born and lived 
in India for 22 years, compared the 
results of hign school graduates tak- 
ing over the responsibilities of a 
major business and young mission- 
aries just out of seminaries going 
among the Hindu people and try- 
ing to convert them, in a talk be- 
fore the Neenah 
Kiwanis 
club 


Wednesday noon at the Valley Inn. 


Hansen told the Kiwanians that 


he was born 87 miles east of Bom- 
bay and worked for railroads in the 
Indian metropolis. 


In his address, the Appleton man 


declared that Mahatma Ghandi was 
a fake and he deplored the ec- 
onomic and social structures of In- 
dia. 
He also favored Bntisn rule 


in the large nation. 


Qualifying his remarks, 
Hansen 


told the Kiwanis that he was heart- 
ily in favor of missionary work, but 
he advised that the missionaries 
sent into pagan regions be qualified 
for the job. 


People Uneducated 


Young missionaries entering India 


are not acquainted with the type ol 
people with which they have to deal 
and don't realize their limited edu- 
cation and arrested 
development, 


Hansen explained. They easily at- 
ract a large congregation and start 
•eading passages from the 
Bible. 


The Hindu isn't able to grasp the 
•eal meaning, and thinking it's a 
ioke, laughs at the missionary and 
oses confidence in him, according 
,o the Appleton man. 


Hansen also added that mission- 


aries in India aren't able to sup- 
>ort themselvc-s, and he said that if 
hey were capable men they would 


be able to draw revenue from their 
Indian congregations.
